WAS A MODEST MAN 

The late W. G. Payson was an 
extremely modest man. Even 
many of his closest friends heard 
little from him about his past. 
For many years he was at the 
head of one of the most import-

Field & Co. in Chicago and later 
was sales manager for a New 
York City firm. Practically from 
young manhood he had held posi-
